It also provides th a t the B ritish gov­ 
ernm ent may send consuls to visit th e sealing 
Islands, and (Hoses by a requirem ent th a t un­ 
less R ussia shall agree to the convention it 
shall not go into operation. This was sent June 
8, being thirty days after Mr. Blaino’a definite 
proposition of May 4, already published. 
To this the acting secretary of sta te replies 
th a t the president suggests th a t th e agree­ 
m ent should only apply to the portion of 
Behring sea lying w est of the line agreed upon 
by the agreem ent between the U nited S tates 
and G reat B ritain. He declines, however, to 
consent to the appointm ent of consols by 
G reat B ritain at the sealing islands, but says 
in the event of an agreem ent with reference to 
arbitration the U nited S tates governm ent will 
extend reasonable facilities to the governm ent 
of G reat B ritain for an investigation of the 
islands into any ports involved in th e contro­ 
versy. He also objects to the clause by which 
Russia Is to be made a party to tho agreem ent. 
He closes with tho request for a prom pt re 
sponse. 
To this Lord Salisbury replies insisting th at 
th e agreem ent should cover all the Behring 
sea aud th a t the agreem ent as to arbitration 
should bo made sim ultaneous w ith the modus 
vivendi. 
The acting secretary of state replies th a t 
this government can not consent to the dels? 
which would be necessary to agree upon the 
details of arbitration, as the modus vivendi 
should go into operation a t once, but th a t it 
in expectation th a t an agreem ent for arb itra­ 
tion will be reached, the U nited S tates gov­ 
ernm ent will perm it the B ritish governm ent 
to send suitable persons to the sealing islands 
this season. 
To this Lord Salisbury replies on June 8, 
w ith a new form of modus vivendi, which closes 
w ith a plan for the appointm ent of a commis­ 
sion to exam ine and report on w hat interna­ 
tional arrangem ents are necessary between the 
U nited States, G reat B ritain and R ussia for 
the preservation of the fur seals, and th a t the 
U nited S tates and G reat B ritain shall request 
Russia to forbid her subjects taking seals east 
of the line Indicated in the plan outlined above. 
The sta te departm ent replies regretting that 
new propositions are now brought in and in 
slating upon a speedy term ination of the cego 
nations. 
The B ritish m inister replies on June 13 th at 
while there is great reluctance on the p a rt of 
G reat B ritain to yield the points it has named, 
it will consent to do so lf the U nited S tates 
will consent to the appointm ent of a commis­ 
sion to consider the protection of the seal 
species. 
The secretary of sta te represents th a t the 
United S tates governm ent will agree to the 
appointm ent of such a com m ittee sim ultane­ 
ously with the appointm ent of a com m ittee cf 
arbitration.

and worry, and, when doing duty in 
our diocese, he took cold and died of 
that terrible disease, pneumonia., his 
last official work being performed in 
this parish.

man of em i­ 
nent piety, of almost divine practice, 
he inherited a divided diocese, ami 
was opposed bitterly through most of 
his episcopate by clergymen and lay­ 
men. but yet he struggled on, doing 
his duty as a robust kniglit and loyal 
captain, and at last, yet a young man. 
he fell asleep, worn out through work, 
worry and disease.

saints at rest ’ 
A brief biography of the dead bishop 
follow’cd, and the speaker after refer­ 
ring to his election to the head of the 
Milwaukee diocese said: 
“ The council which elected the late 
bishop was composed of 
elem ents 
which had desired personal power 
rather than the growth of the church, 
so that the contest wras determined 
and at last resulted in the election of a 
man whom we believed would have 
the church idea rather than the per­ 
sonal idea as to the controlling mo­ 
tive, and the short time of his episco­ 
pate has more than satisfied those pre­ 
dictions. When the late Bishop Welles 
passed to his rest, the most important 
parishes in the diocese were not rep­ 
resented in the annual council. 
Such 
was the condition of affairs when our 
late beloved bishop was consecrated to 
his high office; and beside this, some 
of tile institutions of the diocese were 
in a critical condition. Racine college, 
through mismanagement*and the loss 
of its gifted head, Dr. Ile Koven, in 
1879 had only struggled on from year 
to year. Two men, Dr. Barker and the 
late Dr. Gray, had failed to carry on 
satisfactorily 
the 
important 
work 
of the college and grammar school, | 
so that when the late bishop came the 
collegiate department had just been 
closed, and it was a question whether 
the grammar school should lie closed j 
also, hut through his continued energy 
and encouragement brighter days are 
dawning for that important school, i 
and it has just finished a most success­ 
ful year, and besides meeting all tie- 
mantis has paid off $1,700 of f lo a tin g 
indebtedness.
